v em ber of this year. 
The hard hit eastern seaboard, 
already short of m any food items, 
w ill feel the tightest pinch of m ilk 
and m ilk p roducts, the spokesm an 
said, followed by sharp reduc­ 
tions in the southern state* and 
the w est coast. 
Ev idence of the coming m ilk 
shortage is the fact th at the esti­ 
m ated supply p er cap ita for 19 43 
is only 7 7 0.5 pounds com pared 
w ith a p er cap ita dem and of 8 55 
pounds.

None of us h ad now eaten since th e evening of th e 17th . 

So Ch arlie brough t out 
bowls of h ot w ater w ith a deep Ch inese sp oon In each , 
and th e gu rrlllas squatted around, w atch ing us gulp I t 
F rom time to tim e as we lay th ere In front of th e 
h ouse arm ed Ch inese would tro t up and rep ort to Ch arlie, 
A fter th ree or four h ad done so. f’h arlle told us to go to 
sleep . We would continue our Journey after dark, h e 
made us understand, w ith out telling us wh y . 
I didn't go to sleep . I p assed out, for by now every ­ 
th ing on me was unbearable. 
T h at was th e last tim e I ever saw Ch arlie.

m an ufacturer 
of food stuffs on earth is the plan t. 
It is to the plan t’s in terest to 
m an ufacture good foods. If the 
fruit is good, an an imal will eat it 
an d spread the seed far an d wide. 
If the leaves are succulen t, an 
an imal will eat them an d produce 
from them fertilizer in its in tes­ 
tin es. The plan t takes carbon di­ 
oxide from the air, w ater from the 
soil, an d en ergy from the sun ’s 
rays an d m an ufactures food. 
The first an d simplest com­ 
poun ds formed by the plan t from 
carbon dioxide an d w ater are 
formaldehyde 
an d 
acids. 
'The 
green fruits con tain in g these acids, 
then , is sour. The green apple is 
made up of hard roughage an d 
causes cramps if eaten ; that is the 
on ly way it is harmful.

Judas. 
We feel, however, that perhaps the efficien cy 
of our in tra-un ion laws, rules an d regulation s, can 
boast some success in operation ; despite the falsity 
of cries issued by those en dowed with the pro­ 
tective in stin ct such as that posse.ssed by Un ion eer 
Myers, Organ ized Labor in the Un ited States in 
keepin g w’ith their promise, are producin g equip­ 
men t of war faster than our govern men t can 
use it.

TN COMMENTING upon the plan s of the Ne­ 
braska League of Women Voters, Mrs. A rthur 
L. Smith, presiden t of that organ ization , said that 
it is "merely tryin g to in fluen ce people to do clear 
thin kin g about post w ar problems, particularlly 
co-operation with other n ation s.” This is of course 
a highly commen dable desire upon the part of the 
league, but it also is on e most difficult of realiza­ 
tion . 
For it is terribly hard to get man y people 
to thin k clearly on an y question . 
In the first place, people are merely human 
bein gs, an d this bein g the case, they are almost 
without exception selfish. 
The first thin g they 
thin k of in regard to an y proposal is how it will 
affect their in dividual fortun es. That is why there 
are so man y "blocs" in con gress an d so man y pres­ 
sure groups spen din g time an d mon ey in the n a­ 
tion al capital.

Do you lon g for more bulbs of 
your lovely Madon n a lilies, Lilium 
Can didum? With a little patien ce 
you can provide yourself with 
dozen s of bulblets in less than 
six weeks an d here is how you 
go about it. 
After their bloomin g period an d 
the stems are still green an d full 
of life plan t your feet firmly on 
each side of the stalk to preven t 
pullin g the bulb if the soil is 
loose. 
Now firmly 
clasp 
your 
han ds 
aroun d 
the 
stem 
about 
eight in ches from the soil lin e, 
give a slight twist an d slowly but 
firmly pull upward. You may be 
surprised at how easily the stem 
w'ill come from the bulb. 
In Pro tected Spo t 
Choose a protected spot in ycur 
garden where there will be morn ­ 
in g sun an d shade from n oon on , 
an d dig a tren ch, n ot over six 
in ches in depth, havin g on e side 
vertical an d the other side slop­ 
in g. Place a layer of san d on the 
slopin g side an d lay the stems on 
the san d with the ba se of the 
stems at the bottom of the tren ch 
...rem ove the leaves that are 
below soil level. . . cover the stems 
with san d an d fill in with soil. 
The san d an d soil must be moist 
but n ever really wet. 
New bulblets varyin g in size 
from a pea to an in ch in diameter 
will have formed in six weeks, 
even less time than that un der 
favorable con dition s. Then care­ 
fully dig the stems, cut off an d 
discard the top en ds without bulbs 
an d plan t the stems horizon tally 
in a sun n y place in your garden 
on a cushion of san d. You may 
remove the larger bulbs an d plan t 
each separately. 
Cover, an d be 
sure to have at least an in ch of 
Soil over the top of the bulblets. 
Before win ter appears root growth 
an d leaf developmen t has taken 
place. An d there you are with 
dozen s of Madon n a Lily bulblets. 
Umbellatum lilies may be propa­ 
gated in this same man n er an d 
n ow is the time to do it. 
You can also grow bulblets of 
Madon n a lilies from the outer 
scales of the old bulbs when they 
have fin ished bloomin g. 
This is 
don e by diggin g down carefully at 
the side of the bulb an d removin g 
the desired n umber of scales. Or 
if you choose you may dig the 
bulb, remove the scales, an d care­ 
fully replan t it. 
To Av o id Ro ttinff. 
In a sun n y spot prepare a bed 
of san d an d spread the scales out 
on it, then cover them with an 
in ch of moist san dy loam. They 
must n ever become wet or they 
will rot so it is best to co ver them 
with tar paper or similar matter 
as a protection from rain s. This 
rain -proof coverin g may be re­ 
moved after three weeks. An d be- 


fore win ter on e or two bulblets 
will have formed on each .scale 
an d have sen t up green growths. 
You may plan t the scales in a flat 
or in an y place protected from 
rain an d tran splan t the bulblets 
to the sun n y bed after they have 
formed an d made some growth 
which 
takes 
approximately 
six 
weeks. 
After the groun d freezes solidly 
they must have win ter protection . 
Use a mulch. Evergreen bran ches 
with a little straw or leaves is 
perfect. Bulbs grown from stems 
an d 
scales 
will 
usually 
reach 
bloomin g size in three years. Re­ 
member I did say it took a little 
patien ce. How'ever, if you are alert 
an d will plan t in fruitful sign s of 
the moon you will have blooms on 
some of them in two years time. 
You might wan t to try this. Go 
right ahead!

An examin ation of the record 
an d applicable law con vin ces this 
court that the eviden ce in the 
case at bar is wholly in sufficien t 
to support the judgmen t of con ­ 
viction ,” the court held, "there­ 
fore the suit is dismissed."

Mint Jelly . 
This is the recipe that I have 
been looking for, it seems, for 
y ears that nu mber five, at least. 
Mother’s nurse made a most de­ 
licious mint jelly about that long 
ago and the few glasses were gone 
in a hu^'ry . Use one cup of mint 
leaves and stems. (Pack the cu p), 
add one-half cup cider vinegar, 
one cup water, three and one-half 
cups sugar, one-half bottle liquid 
fru it pectin, fresh green food 
coloring. Wash mint. Do not re­ 
move leaves from stems. Measure 
into a large sauce pan. Press with 
potato 
masher. 
Add 
vinegar, 
water and sugar, and mix . Bring 
to boil over hot fire. While mix ­ 
tu re is coming to a boil, add the 
coloring, enough to give desired 
shade of green. Use the kind of 
coloring in which the acids do not 
fade. 
When boiling, add pectin, 
stirring constantly . Bring to full, 
rolling boil and boil hard for one- 
half minute. 
Remove from lire. 
Skim. 
To remove all trace of mint 
leaves, strain throu gh jelly bag 
or fine sieve into glasses that have 
been sterilized. Spearmint ex tract 
may be used instead of fresh mint. 
Omit mint leaves and add one- 
half to one and one-half teaspoons 
ex tract after jelly is removed from 
fire.
